related behavioral disorders, behavioral disorders associated with dementia, organic mental 
disorders, mental disorders in childhood, aggressivity, age-related memory disorders, 
chronic fatigue syndrome, drug and alcohol addiction, obesity, bulimia, anorexia nervosa 
and premenstrual tension. 

27. (original) The method according to claim 25 wherein the disorder of the central nervous 

system is obesity. 

28. (original) The method according to claim 25 wherein the sexual dysfunction is male erectile 

dysfunction. 
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29. (amended) A method of decreasing food intake of a mammal comprising administering to said 

mammal a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 1. 

30. (amended) A method of inducing satiety in a mammal comprising administering to said 

mammal a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 1 . 

3 1 . (amended) A method of controlling weight gain of a mammal comprising administering to said 

mammal a therapeutically effective amoxmt of a connpound of claim 1 . 

32. (amended) A method of treating obesity comprising administering to a patient in need of such 

treating a therapeutically effective amount of a compound of claim 1.
